Mo sco w, Dec. 19.—Th is city wns th e 
scene o f a revo lutio nary demo nstra­ 
tio n Sunday 
fro m no o n till 
nearly 
evening. 
Pro bably 5,<h)0 peo ple act­ 
ually 
participated. 
Fo rtunately 
th e 
agitato rs did no t succeed in drawing 
th e wo rkingmen fro m th e facto ries in­ 
to th e disturbance and after many co l­ 
lisio ns, th e po lice firing blank vo l­ 
leys and ch arging with th eir sabers, 
th e cro wds 
were finally 
dispersed. 
Many were wo unded and mo re were 
arrested. 
As far as is kno wn no ne o f 
th e rio ters was killed. 
One po lice­ 
man is repo rted to h ave been fatally 
Injured. 
Many o u bo th 
sides were 
ro ugh ly h andled. 
Th e auth o rities 
knew in 
advance 
th at tro uble was impending, and many 
h o uses alo ng Tverskaia 
street were 
specially guarded and 
extra po lice­ 
men 
were o n duty 
in th e 
streets. 
Several r,quadro o n 
o f mo unted gen­ 
darmerie were co ncealed in th e co urt­ 
y ards o f h o uses, ready fo r an emer­ 
gency . 
Th e cro wds began to co llect at mid­ 
day 
in Tverskaia 
street, 
students, 
y o ung men and wo men mixing with 
th e 
general public. 
Th e 
th o ro ugh ­ 
fare was so o n co ngested with a mass 
o f mo ving h umanity , wh ich 011 Stratt* 
ni square, 
wh ere 3, 000 
perso ns as­ 
sembled, many armed with clubs and 
carry ing flags. 
Th e 
cro wd, singing, 
mo ved to ward 
th e palace* 
o f Grand 
Duke Sergius, th e go verno r general o f 
Mo sco w. 
Th e 
po lice 
attempted 
to 
blo ck th e street, wh ereupo n th e tro u 
ble 
b eg an in 
earnest. 
Th e cro wd 
bro ke th ro ugh th e co rdo n, and o ne po ­ 
liceman was kno cked do wn, and it is 
th o ugh t 
fatally h urt. 
Battalio ns 
o f 
po lice were 


Bro u g h t Up at Do uble Qu ick 
to reinfo rce th eir co mrades. 
Sticks 
and sto nes were freely used by th e 
mo b, wh ich th reatened to again break 
th ro ugh th e co rdo n. Th e po lice, under 
o rders 
o f th eir 
ch ief, fired 
several 
blank 
vo lley s 
and mo unted 
men 
ch arged, 
using 
th e 
fiats o f 
th eir 
swo rds. 
Th e mo b fo ugh t stubbo rnly , 
but finally bro ke and so ugh t sh elter 
in th e side streets. 
Here th e po lice 
were again severely pressed, as th e 
detach ments statio ned 
at th e o pen­ 
ings o f th ese streets to keep peo ple 
o ut o f Tverskaia street were caugh t 
between th e retreating mo b o n o ne 
side and th ro ngs o f curio us spectato rs 
o n th e o th er. 
Many 
demo nstrato rs 
wh o 
bro ke 
th ro ugh th e co rdo n o f po lice paraded 
in side streets 
in smaller 
gro ups, 
waving flags and singing. 
A cro wd 
o f 500 co llected in fro nt o f th e th ea­ 
ter, wh ere revo lutio nary 
flags were 
h o isted amid sh o uts o f “lo ng live free­ 
do m.” 
Th e po lice were no t prepared 
at th is po int and th e cro wd, gath ering 
vo lume, mo ved 
fro m th e 
square to 
Neglina 
street 
and 
Ko o minestki 
bridge, th e ch ief 
street o f Mo sco w, 
wh ere th e po lice met th em. 
Ano th er 
BttfntTDin figh t ensued, ending, as th e 
first h ad do ne, with th ree blank vo l­ 
ley s and saber ch arges. 
Th e disturbances co ntinued at iso ­ 
lated spo ts th ro ugh o ut th e afterno o n, 
but quiet was finally resto red. 
Many sh o ps were turned into h o s­ 
pitals, wh ere th e wo unds o f bo th rio t­ 
ers and po licemen were tempo rarily 
dressed.

Moscow, Dec. 19.—This city WA9 the 
scene of a revolutionary dem onstra­ 
tion .Sunday 
from noon till 
nearly 
evening. 
Probably 5,000 people act­ 
ually 
participated. Fortunately 
the 
agitators did not succeed in drawing 
the workingmen from the factories in­ 
to the disturbance and after many col­ 
lisions, the police firing blank vol­ 
leys and charging with their sabers, 
the crowds 
were finally 
dispersed. 
Many were wounded and more were 
arrested. 
As far as is known none of 
the rioters was killed. 
One police­ 
man is reported to have been fatally 
Injured. 
Many on both 
sides were 
roughly handled. 
The authorities 
knew in 
advance 
that trouble was impending, and many 
houses along Tverskaia 
street were 
specially guarded and 
extra police­ 
men 
were on duty 
in the 
streets. 
Several squadrons 
of mounted gen­ 
darmerie were concealed in the court­ 
yards of houses, ready for an emer­ 
gency. 
The crowds began to collect at mid­ 
day 
in Tverskaia 
street, 
students, 
young men and women mixing with 
the 
general public. 
The 
thorough­ 
fare was soon congested with a mass 
of moving humanity, which on Stratt- 
ni square, 
where 3,000 
persons as­ 
sembled, many armed with clubs and 
carrying flags. 
The 
crowd, singing, 
moved toward 
the palace 
of Grand

In the I nion th e W a g e E a r n e r F in d * 
lieftifte AguiuMt OppreNMlon. 
In an article hi the Outlook A. J. 
Arkin asks the question, “W hat are 
the benefits, In the battle of life and 
pursuit of happiness, derived from the 
labor union that justify such a bitter 
struggle in its defense ou the part of 
wage earners?" and thus continues: 
‘‘To union the wage earner in the 
past turned instinctively as the only 
effective means of protection against 
the encroachment of the more power- 
fult us many had done before him,. He 


found it not only to be u refuge against 
oppression, but the only means of re­ 
dressing grievances In which neither 
the church nor the state was inclined 
to take part. 
It was natural, then, for 
him to form a union. As Bishop Alex­ 
ander Mackay Smith of the diocese of 
Pennsylvania said at the last conven­ 
tion of the Church Association For the 
Advancement of the Interests of La­ 
bor, known as the C. A. I. U, held in 
Philadelphia last May: ‘If I were a 
laboring man I would be a union man. 
It would be natural; it would be to rny 
interests to bo u union, man.* 


“ft is tbe union that has many times 
prevented 
reduction 
in 
wages 
and 
many times has helped to raise them in 
spite of the Iron law of supply and de­ 
mand and thus helped also to keep up 
a respectable standard of living. 
And 
whenever, in whatever trade, there is 
thorough organization, there also are 
good wages and general good feelings. 
With a higher standard of living a 
higher grade of intelligence and finer 
tastes are developed. 
“The halls of the union are school­ 
rooms for free and independent citizen* 


ship. At the meetings, where business 
Is 
tra unacted 
under 
parliamentary 
rules and under the gavel of u presid­ 
ing officer, respect for rule and order 
Is taught most effectively. 
A long ex­ 
perience in a union cannot but leave a 
lasting impression of orderliness on the 
person belonging to it. 
The monthly, 
semimonthly and weekly union Jour­ 
nals, so ably edited, have done and are 
doing very much to educate working 
people, not only in their particular 
trades, but also In other spheres of 
Ufe.”
